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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: the limitation "a thick oxide plug formed of 
oxidized porous silicon" in claim 9 is clearly a product-by-process limitation which requires porous silicon to be subjected to an oxidation 
process to turn into a thick oxide plug. Again, Applicant's specification does not describe the thick oxide plug 30 being porous. In fact, 
Applicant's specification only states '"porous silicon can be fully oxidized" [see FIG. 1C; and paragraph 0030 of the application's U.S. 
publication]. Thus, the structure implied by the process step is subsequently amounted to a silicon oxide plug, which is equivalent to the 
silicon oxide plug 27 in FIG. 2 of Murphy. On the other hand, Lynch clearly teaches an alternative technique for forming a silicon oxide 
plug by first etching silicon at the base of a trench to form porous silicon, and then thermally oxidize the porous silicon to form the silicon 
oxide plug 34. Thus, such technique, if incorporated into the method of Murphy, would provide a silicon oxide plug that is substantially 
stress-free [see Lynch, col. 4, lines 37-46].
